President Taft Takes a Hand In tbs 
Negotiations and Receivaa Leader 
of Insurgents at the Whit* House. 


Washington, Jan. 14.—Speaker Can­ 
non declared that the Insurgents of 
the house would have a square deal 
In the coming Republican caucus if 
they came Into It. There was no effort 
In advance by anybody, he said, to aet 
a trap or pitfall for those of the ma­ 
jority who have been fighting the or­ 
ganisation, but on the other hand, no 
one could properly be given any deft 
nite assurance or promise as to what 
th** outcome of the caucus would he. 
Every one of 
the two hundred and 
more Republican* In the house would 
be bidden and they should attend, said 
the speaker. 
The 
caucus will be held probably 
early next week, and It Is understood 
that It Is to be made the basis for an 
attempted conciliation between the 
house Insurgents and the regular Re­ 
publicans. How this may be brought 
about Is not yet apparent. 
Insurgents Suspect Trick. 
The 
Insurgents, or a majority of 
them, are chary of walking up to some. 
thing that might turn out “to be load­ 
ed.” as one es preened It. Speaker Can­ 
non said there would be no effort In 
the caucus to punish anybody for what 
might be termed past misdeeds, but 
that every Republican representative 
should come to the caucus and take 
“pot luck” on the result. Whatever the 
majority 
finally 
determined 
upon 
should be accepted by those who dis­ 
agreed. 
The caucus is for the naming of the 
committee to Investigate the Balltnger- 
Plnchot affair. 
Upon this rock the 
regular* and the insurgents either will 
he at least temporarily cemented In 
some 
degree of 
harmony, or the 
breach between them will have been 
irreparably widened. 
The most vigorous efforts that have 
been made since congress convened to 
bring about peace between the antas 
onlstlc elements In the house were 
made Thursday. 
Taft at Work For Peacs. 
President Taft played an important 
part In the negotiations for peace, hut 
the nature and extent of them. as well 
as the degree of success which has at­ 
tended the attempt was not disclosed. 
.Representative Hayes, of California, 
acting on bls own initiative, it is stat­ 
ed, made a call on President Taft, st 
which the insurgent situation was dis­ 
cussed at length When Mr. Hayes re­ 
turned to the house he talked with 
twenty or more of the lnsurgentr re­ 
garding what he had discussed with 
the president Mr. Hayes returned to 
th* White House later and talked with 
the president again, presumably ex­

The entire subject st this time cen­ 
ters around the naming by the house 
of the committee to investigate the 
Ballinger Plnehot affair and the Repub­ 
lican caucus which Is In prospect for 
that p u rp ose. 
W hether the insurgents 
will enter the caucus or not. and lf 
so. upon what understanding, is the 
question. 
The Insurgents Insist that all they 
desire in th# whole Ballinger Pinchot

They insist that the naming of this 
committee should be accomplished In 
such a way as to command for It the 
full confidence of the people of the 
country.

Larga Profit* Await Far mara Who En* 
tar Thia Field. 
A well known authority on the rain­ 
ing ot hogs says that the w inter pork 
production Is not carried on as exten­ 
sively as it ought to he od the average 
farm . 
Many farm ers think th at the 
only economic way to produce pork 
at a profit Is to grow the stock on 
green forage crops during the sum m er 
m ouths and fatten on rye. barley or 
the soft grain of the corn crop. 
This 
is a m istaken impression, and the 
sooner farm ers in general set aside 
this erroneous idea the netter it will 
be for their pocketbooks. 
There is money In w inter pork pro­ 
duction if judiciously managed. I have 
been following w inter pork making 
for the past ten or twelve years, and 
I find th a t it is one of the best paying 
adjuncts to the farm. 
The 
farm er 
who 
follows 
w inter 
dairying is in a particularly good posi­ 
tion to m ake w inter pork production a 
very profitable business. 
Un most 
dairy farm s the milk is separated be­ 
fore leaving the premises, therefore 
furnishing a large am ount of economic 
feed for pork making. 
During late 
years I have been separating my milk 
at the farm and making butter, and ( 
have found th at boga are one of the 
beet m ediums through which to dis­ 
pose of separated milk a t the greatest 
net profit. 
Many dairym en sell their 
milk direct to the cream ery and. not 
considering the sklmmilk product of 
sufficient value to bother with, give it 
aw ay to any one who will take care 
of it. This practice is one of the moat 
common and greatest leaks on tile farm 
where dairying is made a business. 
It is vitally im portant in handling 
winter hogs for pork production to 
give adequate protection from cold 
weather. 
The portable system of han­ 
dling hogs during the sum m er m onths 
Is not sufficient protection to insure the 
most profit from w inter pork produc­ 
tion. 
The bogs should be given the 
best of care, and to this end I find th at 
a basem ent barn is the best place.

Beet pulp is a better and cheaper 
feed than cornmeal for making beef, 
milk. butter, mutton or wool.
